ALEX CUMMINGS HAS 
SOLD MILLET FARM 


More big deals involving farm 
lands in the Edmonton district are 
reported, showing the rapidly grow- 
ing interest in holdings in this part 
of the province. On all sides there 
are reports of numerous inquiries 
cand sales are being made frequently. 

For nearly $20,000 a party of three 
Scotsmen have bought the Alex. 
Cummings farm five miles west of 
Millet, the sale being closed on 
Thursday. This deal was handled by 
N. A. Kilburn, general agent for the 
Canada Colonization association, and 
is one of the big transactions of the 
season. 

The farm included 450 acres, of 
which some 200 acres were under cul- 
tivation, while there were 33 cattle, 
11 horses, 21 brood sows and other 
farm animals. 

The purchasers were Dr. W. R. Al- 
lan, J, R. Allan, who was a gold 
medalist in agriculture for all Scot- 
land, and R. Macfarlane, all hailing 
from Kimarnock. They are reported 
to be splendid types of settlers and 
a decided acquisition to Alberta— 
Edmonton Journal.

One of the outstanding features of 
aerial photography is its wide field 
of application as an sid in the devel- 
opment of the natural resources of 
the country. This is indicated by the 
progress made in Alberta during the 
past year. In this province, over 
8600 square miles of territory were 
successfully photographed. This area 
is equivalent to a strip of country ten 
miles wide extending from Winnipeg 
to Edmonton. The work was carried 
out from the High River air base by 
the topographical survey department 
of the interior, in cooperation with 
the Royal Canadian Air Force, and 
consisted principally in obtaining ver- 
tical overlapping photographs from an 
elevation of slightly oyer two miles, 

The major portion of the work done 
was in connection with land classifi- 
cation, forest investigation, and map- 
ping surveys in the district between 
|Edmonton and Athabaska covered by 
the Victoria sheet of the sectional 
map of Canada, and that covered by 
the Fort Assiniboine sheet to the 
west. The previous season’s experi- 
ments showed that, with the photo- 
graphs available, the mapping work 
was so facilitated that the examiners 
could confine their attention almost 
entirely to the examination and inter- 
pretation of the soils and surface cov- 
er, thus greatly expediting the work, 
at the same time obtaining more reli- 
able results. 

The photographs showed in great 
detail all the features of the ground, 
the exact areas and boundaries of 
bush .lands, swamps, sandy areas, the 
courses of rivers and streams with 
their innumerable windings and the 
roads and other features of import- 
ance. These photographs were 
mounted and assembled in book form 
for each township and on them were 
marked the boundaries of each quar- 
ter section, or farm unit. The books 
were then taken right into the field 
and the examiners made their notes 
on the photographs in proper  posi- 
tion from ground study. 

The party without the use of the 
photographs in previous years was 
able to examine and map on the av- 
erage 600,000 acres each _ season. 
With the aid of the photographs this 
party completed 1,178,000 acres, or an 
increase of 96 per cent. Not only 
were the results more complete and 
more detailed, but the photographs 
are still available for rendering simi- 
lar service to the geologist, forester 
and others interested in the develop- 
ment of the district. 

Another operation of considerable 
importance was the photographing of 
the Saskatchewan river valley and 
adjacent country from west of Ed- 
monton upstream to its junction with 
the Clearwater river, These photo- 
graphs were required for the purpose 
of studying and corelating the coal 
seams of the district and making 
other geological investigations. The 
great assistance rendered to the geo- 
logist by these photographs has been 
reported by Dr. Allan of the Univer- 
sity of Alberta, under whose direc- 
tion the investigations were being 
carried out. 

The other work done in this pro- 
vince consisted chiefly of photograph- 
ing the Buffalo Park at Wainwright. 
The purpose was to obtain at small 
expense and without undue expendi- 
ture of time, a map of the park for 
administrative purposes. 

The success of these operations 
carried out in conjunction with the 
ground investigations gives promise 
of great assistance to geologists, ex-

Nowadays, when enormous sums of 
mieney are spent on advertising, it is 
interesting to recall that this particu- 
lar form of publicity started in quite 
& humble manner, As far as can be 
discovered, the first advertisement 
appeared in a London publication 
known as The Moderate, which ap- 
peared in 1649, The litle advertise- 
ment for which money was charged 
was inserted by a man who had lost 
a horse. The notice was as follows: 

“Reader, thou are entreated to in- 
quire after a blackish kind of piabald 
nag, very poor, his face, feet and 
flank white, and a little white tip on 
his tail. He was stolen from grass 
from John Rotherman, of Barnet, in 
Rertfordshire. Whosover will inquire 
find him out and bring or send tid- 
ings of him, shall have what content 
they will for their pains.” 

It is pleasant to know that this first 
advertisement was a success, for, in 
a few days the horse was located by 
a@ person several miles from where 
the animal had been stolen. The va- 
lue of the announcement soon led to 
advertisements by business people, 
and soon the great industry grew up. 
It is rather curious that in the early 
days of advertising, it was thought 
to be a confession of failure to have 
to pay for announcements in news- 
papers and magazines.—Onward.

Immigration 


and Markets 


At the last convention of the United 
Farmers of Alberta a resolution cri- 
ticizing colonization effort at public 
expense was passed. The resolution 
recites that western farmers cannot 
be expected to view with enthusiasm 
any proposal to contribute additional 
taxes merely to bring in outsiders to 
compete with existing agricultural 
producers, particularly in view of the 
demand of Canadian manufacturers 
for protective legislation for indus: 
trial products. To say the least, this 
resolution was somewhat unfortunate- 
ly worded. It mixes issues. It lacks 
entirely the imprint of intelligent con- 
sideration and a proper sense of re- 
sponsibility on the part of an organ- 
ization which is now generally re- 
garded as one of Canada’s most im- 
portant and sane deliberative bodies. 

The general views of the U.F.A. on 
the principle of protective tariffs are 
well known. The convention now, 
however, endorses what virtually is 
a protective policy for Canada in re- 
spect to agricultural development, 
which is hardly consistent. Of course 
this resolution is not to be regarded 
too seriously. It was evidently in- 
tended as a piece of sarcastic pleas- 
antry. But it was, nevertheless, dis- 
tinctly out of place to vent the dis- 
pleasure of the convention in respect 
to other matters upon a national is- 
sue of such vital importance as colon- 
ization. It might, however, be profit- 
able to briefly consider to what ex- 
tent additional agricultural producers 
might injuriously compete with or af- 
fect our domiciled rural population, 
other hand, accrue to our farmers 
from added agricultural population in 
Canada. These seem to be the ques- 
tions involved in this resolution. 

To start with, we should clearly 
realize that the western farmer is 
producing almost entirely for export 
sale. Also that there is not, within 
the next couple of generations, the 
faintest possibility of an industrial 
development in Canada on so magni- 
ficient a scale as to create a home 
market large enough to completely 
consume the staple products of our 
enormous western agricultural em- 
pire. We need not, therefore, even 
consider the problems such a changed 
economic situation would present. 
The export market is, and will re- 
main, our only outlet. 

The increasing population of Eur- 
ope and the development of trade in

agricultural products with the téem- 
ing millions of oriental countries, 
coupled with the increasing home de- 
mands of many of the present ex- 
porting countries, will amply counter- 
balance any enhanced Canadian pro- 
duction of foodstuffs. Professor East 
of Harvard Univesity has even made 


. the cheerful prediction, after pains- 


taking investigation, that by 1960 the 
whole world will face starvation 
through under supply of food! So we 
need not apparently concern our- 
selves over much about the question 
of not finding a ready market for any 
volume of Canadian staple agricul- 
tural products we are apt to raise. 
It is, therefore, difficult to see how 
an increased number of Canadian 
agricultural producers could serious- 
ly demoralize our present markets. 


We might also reasonably conclude 
that a farmer in Great Britain, Swe- 
den or Roumania is just as much in 
competition with our western farm- 
ers in the export market, whether he 
produces in his own country, in ours, 
or in any other. If, however, such a 
competitor settles in Canada his pre- 
sence with us will tend to stabilize 
the value per acre of all agricultural 
lands, much to the advantage of the 
Canadian farmers. -A healthy in-flow 
of new settlers also has a decidedly 
beneficial effect on the prices of 
work horses and domestic breeding 
stock of all classes. The absence of 
such an outlet for a class of stock 
not always in demand at the public 
market, owing to age and condition, 
has had its effect on all livestock 
values during the past years of col- 
onization stagnation. The Canadian 
farmer should welcome new settlers 
with open arms for these reasons 
only, 

The colonization probelm in Canada 
is not in any sense a class problem, 
and those who endeavor to make it 
so, assume a serious responsibility. 
A vigorous and intelligent policy to 
add further agricultural population 
to every province :: this far-flung, 
undeveloped, young country must of 
necessity be of benefit to all classes, 
directly or indirectly. This question 
is, in the minds of thinking people, 
beginning to loom up as a great, na- 
tional issue, the successful solution 
of which would automatically solve 
practically all other ininotr, national 
problems which now confront us. It 
would, for instance, ‘lighten our heavy 
load of taxation by distributing the 
burden over many additional shoul- 
ders. It would effectually solve the 
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transportation question. Eyery c tl 
zen in Canada, irrespective of his oc: 
cupation, should make this prublem 
his own.—Farm and Ranch Review.

GROCERY PEDDLER 


The following extracts from the La- 
'combe Globe issued a short time ago 
lare reprinted for the benefit and in- 
struction of our farmers in the We- 

taskiwin district: 

“The attention of the editor of the 
Western Globe has been called to the 
fact that a large number of our far- 
mers have recently sent away large 
orders to a Winnipeg house, through 
an agent who canvassed the district. 
We were of the opinion that grocer- 
ies of all kinds could be procured as 
cheaply in Lacombe as elsewhere in 
the west, and asking one of the par- 
ties shipping, to let us see his in- 
voice, he did so, and it was as fol- 

lows: 
+ Box Prunes, 25 Ib. 

CS, Laundry Soap, 25 Ib. 

Sugar, 100 Ib sack 

Molasses, 40 Ibs. 

Honey, 30 Ibs. 

“The above list cost him $37.00 f.0. 
b. Winnipeg nd freight to the amount 
of $4.00 must be added to land the 
goods In Lacombe. 

“We took the lists to our merchants 
and had them figured on the same 
quantities, with the following result: 

“The first store quoted $27.60. 

“The next approached quoted $27, 

“The Jast quoted $27.00." 

And the above prices are f.0.b, La- 
combe, No freight to pay. We ven- 

ture to say that the quality of the 


fools we have quoted is better than; 


supplied by the outside houses, 
and will proye it to anyone who will 

take the trouble to come in with a 
sample, 

. It is safe to say that everyone who 
sent in a grocery order through the 
peddler has lost from 25 to 30 per cent 
on the transaction, and we will under- 
tuke to prove this to the satisfaction 
of anyone interested. 

It is strange how a smooth talk- 
ing stranger can make the average 
citizen believe, and how prone our 
people are to fall for the “bunk” 
(hat owe merchants are not giving 
them value, 

' Competition is too keen for the 
hold-up prices, in fact strangers re- 
mark that our town is the cheapest 
in the province to purchase groceries 
in, 

If you contemplate sending outside 
for supplies make out your list at the 
outside prices, then let our merchants 
rive you their figures on it, You can 
save money by doing this, and at the 
same time build up your own inter: 
ests, 

The Winnipeg firm is not in a post 
tion to help you in a pineh-—they 
must have the cash before you get 
the goods, Play fair with your own 
home town, 

There should be no sentiment in 
business, Tf your local merchant can- 
not supply you with groceries at as 
low a price as you can secure them 
elsewhere, including freight charges, 
he is not entitled to your business. 

But you should be sure that you 
are making a real saving before plac- 
ing your order outside your locality, 
If you save a dollar on a bag of su 
gar and pay ten cents per pound too 
much for 24h pounds of tea, you are 
out $1.50—and you are Hable to pay 
more than le per pound too much, 

The following clippings are Gaken 
from the book of instructions issued 
to their agents by a Winnipeg firm 
claiming to be a wholesale grocery 
firm selling direct to the consumer: 

The following will give you) some 
iden of the methods suggested, It is 
copied from their printed "Manual for 
Salesmen” 

“Naturally the first and most es- 
sential element is to show your cus: 
tomers a saving—to demonstrate in 
av convincing manner that ino buytig 
sure of better 
foods for less money than can pos- 
sibly be obtained elsewhere. 

“The quickest and most satisfac- 
tory method of accomplishing this is 
by the use of ‘leaders’, 

“To carry out this idea effectively, 
you should sell on a very close mar:

“You should exercise every effort 
however, to keep your sales of these 
goods (especially the three latter ar- 
ticles) down to the lowest possible 
point, otherwise your customers may 
not have sufficient, if any, funds, to 
buy teas, coffee, dried fruit, extracts 
and other groceries on which you can 
average up for any loss you may sus- 
tain on the leaders,” 

So, Mr. Farmer, you can see that 
it is the intention of the Winnipeg 
“wholesale” firm to ‘flim-flam” you 
right from the start, and the “whole- 
sale” firm tells the peddler just how 
to work you. 

“Teas, coffee, spices, extracts, bak- 
ing powder, molasses, jams, toilet 
soups, machine oils, paints and axle 
grease can truly be called the cream 
of the trade, and if you cannot :e] 
a large percentage of these lines you 
are sure to meet with failure. Re 
sure and follow these instructions: 

1. Quote leaders, such as sugar and 
other staple lines, that most people 
know the value of, at cost, or even 
at a loss, in order to create a good 
impression. . 

2. Endeavor to keep your order for 
leaders as small as possible. For in- 
stance, if customer wishes two or 
three bags of sugar, tell him that the 
price is apt to go down and that he 
should not buy too much; if you are 
using rice, beans or other cereals for 
leaders and there is a danger of your 
custome rbuying heavily, advise him 
not to do so, as the goods may _ )he- 
come mouldy or spoiled in large quan- 
lities. 

3. Induce your customer to order 
as large a quantity of tea, coffee, ex- 
tracts, baking powder, spices, ete. as 
possible, as here the where you can 
make a large profit and cover up you 
losses on your leaders, 

4. Sell black pepper at a low price, 
because it is likely that your custom- 
er will know the usual price and will 
believe your other spices are equally 
good value. 

5. Induce your customer to order 
lurge quantities of other spices, at 
least one pound of each, but quote 
the price by the ounce, in order that 
the price may appear low. For in- 
stance Jamaica ginger at 4e per 
ounce seems less than a pound at 64c. 

6. Sell large quantities of flavor 
ing extracts, and use same tactics as 
with spiees, viz: quote them by the 
ounce, 

7. Work the “sandwich” system— 
quote one or two leaders and then a 
few profitable lines; then another 
leader, which will convince customers 
that the prices are low. 

8. Try to convince customers that 
the lines you handle are of superior 
quality, and pure; infer that a large 
portion of the groceries sold by the 
local stores are adulterated. 

And jn addition to the above, the 
silesman is given a great number of 
other ways in which to work the cus- 
tomers, 

If the grocery peddler calls on you 
call up any of the stores in Wetaski- 
win and get quotations on the arti- 
eles you need, You will get better 
quality goods locally than you will re- 
ceive from the Winnipeg firm and 
gel them cheaper.
